Port au Prince, Hayti, March 26.— 
Since the arrival of the foreign war­ 
ships at this port the Haytian govern­ 
ment has adopted a conciliatory alii 
tude regarding those responsible for 
the recent uprising and those to whom 
the stigm a of disloyalty had attached. 
Tile diplomatic representatives of the 
powers united recently in reporting 
to their respective governments that 
it would be advisable to keep in rota­ 
tion one warship at Port au Prince.

the German government’s action, and 
he was at a loss to understand the 
announcement, especially because he 
personally saw an official communica­ 
tion from Germany to the government 
at Washington, expressing Germany's 
satisfaction over the ratification of 
the selection for that post by Presi­ 
dent Roosevelt. 
Moreover, he said, on a recent visit 
to Berlin he did not hear anything 
that would lead him to believe that he 
was persona non grata to the German 
government, nor had he received the 
impression that the situation was dif­ 
ferent from that expressed in the offi­ 
cial communication he read. 
Presi­ 
dent Roosevelt, he added, Informed 
him that he intended to appoint him. 
In the absence of official advices, 
Minister Hill declined further to dis­ 
cuss the mal ter. 
The announcement of Germany’s 
attitude toward Mr. Hill caused much 
surprise in French diplomatic circles.

The president was a

Apparently ignoring Mr. Stanley’s 
remarks, Mr. Cocks of New York, 
representing the president’s district, 
defended the president against the re­

Mr. Wil­ 
lett, replying, declared his complete 
ability to defend all that he had said. 
All the remarks were made during 
general debate on the agricultural ap­ 
propriation bill, the consideration of 
which had not been concluded when 
the bouse adjourned. 
The president sent a special mes 
sage to congress, which received the 
close attention of both houses.

Washington, March 26.—The Ger­ 
man government has declined to re­ 
ceive Dr. David Jayne Hill in the ca­ 
pacity of American ambassador to suc­ 
ceed Charlemagne Tower, whose res­ 
ignation has been accepted to take 
effect upon the qualification of his 
successor.

American minister to The Hague and 
was formerly first assistant secretary 
of state under the administration of 
Secretary Hay. 
The objection to Dr. Hill is one 
purely personal to Emperor William, 
who has simply caused it to be made 
known that the American diplomatist 
is persona non grata to him. The rea 
son for the emperor’s objection is 
connected with the visit to America 
several 
years ago of 
his 
brother, 
Prince Henry, the ranking admiral of 
the German navy. 
Dr. Hill at that 
time was first assistant secretary of 
state and 
necessarily was 
brought 
Into official contact with the distin­ 
guished foreign visitor. 
Just what he 
did or did no* do to give offense is 
not known here.

Plan to Keep in Rotation O ne W a r­ 
ship at Port au Prince. 
Port au Prince, Hayti, March 26.— 
Since the arrival of the foreign war­ 
ships at this port the Hay flan govern­ 
ment has adopted a conciliatory atti­ 
tude regarding those responsible for 
the recent uprising and those to whom 
the stigma of disloyalty had attached. 
The diplomatic representatives of the 
powers united recently In reporting 
to their respective governments that 
it would be advisable to keep In rota­ 
tion one warship at Port au Prince. 
The German minister to Hayti, Eu­ 
gene von Zimmerer, has received an 
official dispatch that this arrangement 
would be satisfactory to Germany. It 
suggested that the cruiser Bremen, 
now here, take the first turn. 
It is 
believed that the other governments 
will give an affirmative answer. 
This action on the part of the diplo­ 
mats and Germany’s acceptance of the 
suggestion has greatly gratified the 
foreign residents and seems likely to 
establish confidence all along the line.

ranchman Says Observation From the 
Dreks of Ships Creates Illusion. 
M. Bertin, a Frenchman, has been 
making new observations of the size 
if ocean billows. 
He says they are 
greatly overestimated when the term 
‘‘mountainous” is applied to them. 
The longest waves he measured were 
2 5 >0 feet from crest to crest, he says, 
and their average duration was 23 
seconds. 
They were not very high, 
only about fifty feet or one-fiftieth of 
their span. 
Indeed, he is of the opinion that the 
greatest height ever reached by waves 
in open water is fifty feet, and he ac- i 
counts for higher estimates by saying 
that they have heretofore been ob 
served for the most part from the 
decks of ships, and the perspective 
effect resulting from looking up along 
the slopes has misled the eye and 
judgm ent 
When waves become breakers, strik­ 
ing against some obstacle, there is no 
doubt that great masses of water are 
hurled to a height of IOO feet and vol­ 
umes of spray are flung and blown 
still higher. 
Very few waves 2.500 feet long and 
50 feet high are ever encountered, he 
adds. 
In average bad weather the 
waves run from 160 to 320 feet from 
crest to crest, and their height seldom 
exceeds 33 feet.

gressm an N. W. Hale for that position. 
Incidentally, Richard Auatin Is a can­ 
didate for congress against Mr. Hale. 
By sheer force of num bers and fight­ 
ing power* the Brownlow-Oliver Aue-

crowd 
took and 
held the hall.

a few guards present, 
placed there by the state com m ittee, 
but 
ejected 
them 
without 
trouble. 
They held the field until what they 
claimed to he the assem bly hour and 
then, Chairm an Newell Sanders, an 
Evans man, not being present they or­ 
ganized without him.

W. L. Davis of Claiborne, 
rapped for order, h o w e 'e r, before the 
Evans-Sanders-Hale charge was on.
